The  next  it  on  is  for  those  who  want  to  learn  something  new  each  day.  If 
fou  haven't  learned  anything  new  since  breakfast,  here's  a  fact  for  you,  from 
the  Forest  Service.     Spanish  moss,  which  is  so  common  throughout  the  far  South, 
is  technically  not  a  raoss.    Ho  ma'am  —  Spanish  loss  is  a  member  of  the  pineapple 
family,   says  the  United  States  Forest  Service.     Well,   that's  news  to  me.  I 
febcught  Spanish  raoss  was  a  noss,  whether  it  went  by  the  name  of  Florida,  moss, 
tree-beard,  or  vegetaole  wool.    Anyway,  you've  probably  sleet  on  it,   for  Spanish 
mess  is  commonly  used  for  stuffings  for  mattresses.    Or  you  may  have  been  riding 
on  it,  for  this  moss  which  is  not  moss  is  also  used  as  a  stuffing  for  automobile 
upholstery.    For  horse  collars,  too,  and  packing  materials. 

Spanish  noss,  being  a  green  plant,   is  not  a  parasite,  as  some  people 
think.    It  belongs  to  the  group  of  plants  known  as  "epiphytes,"  meaning  those 
which  grow  on  the  surface  ana  depend  upon  their  hosts  for  suppo rt  but  not  for 
food.    This  explains  why  Spanish  noss  oft  en  grows  on  telegraph  wire  and  wire 
f ences.
